World Must Be Freed From Menace 

of Military Machine Controlled by 

irresponsible Government That 
Stops at Nothing in Its Plots. 

Washington. — President Wilson has 
rejected the pope's peace proposals. In 
a note dispatched August 27, but not 
made public until the following night, 
the president says that, while every 
heart not blinded and hardened by the 
terrible war must be touched by the 
moving appeal of His Holiness, it 
would be folly to take the path of 
peace he points out if it does uot in 
fact leud to the goal he proposes. 

To deal with such a power as the 
present rulers of Germany upon Pope 
Benedict’s plan, declures the president, 
would involve a recuperation of the 
■trengih and renewal of the world 
domination of that power, now balked 
but not defeated, after sweeping a 
continent with the blood of innocent 
women and children and the helpless 
poor, as well as of soldiers. 

Permanent peace must be based up- 
on the faith of all the peoples and 
upon justice and fairness and the 
common rights of mankind, he adds, 
"and we cannot take the word of the 
present rulers of Germuny as a guar- 
antee of anything that is to endure, 
unless explicitly supported by such 
conclusive evidence of the will and 
purpose of the German people them- 
selves as the other peoples of the 
world would be Justified In accept- 
ing." 

Text of the Note. 

The text of the note follows : 

"August 27, 1917. 

"To His Holiness, Beuedictus XV., 

Pope. 

“In acknowledgment of the com- 
munication of Your Holiness to the 
belligerent peoples, dated August 1, 
1917, the president of the United 
States requests me to transmit the 
following reply: 

"Every heart that has not been 
blinded and hardened by this terrible 
war must be touched by this moving 
appeal of His Holiness, the pope; 
must feel the dignity and force of the 
humane and generous motives which 
prompted it, and must fervently wish 
that he might take the path of peace 
he so persuasively points out But it 
would be folly to take it If it does not 
in fact lead to the goal he proposes. 
Our response must be based upon the 
stern facts and upon nothing else. It 
is not a mere cessation of arms he 
desires; it Is a stable and enduring 
peace. This agony must not be gone 
through with again and It must be 
a matter of very sober judgment what 
will insure us against it. 

Substance of Plan. 

"His Holiness, In substance, proposes 
that we return to the status quo ante- 
bellum and that then there be a gen- 
eral condonation, disarmament and a 
concert of nations, based upon an ac- 
ceptance of the principle of arbitra- 
tion; that by a similar concert free- 
dom of the seas be established ; and 
that the territorial claims of France 
and Italy, the perplexing problems of 
the Balkan states and the restitution 
of Poland be left to such conciliatory 
adjustments ns may be possible in 
the new temper of such a peace, due 
regard being paid to the aspirations 
of the peoples whose political fortunes 
and affiliations will be Involved. 

"It is manifest that no part of this 
program can be successfully carried 
out unless the restitution of the 
status quo furnishes a firm and satis- 
factory basis for it The object of 
this war is to deliver the free peo- 
ples of the world from the menace 
and the actual power of a vast mili- 
tary establishment controlled by an 
irresponsible government which, hav- 
ing secretly planned to dominate the 
world, proceeded to carry the plan 
out without regard either to the sacred 
obligations of treaty or the long-es- 
tablished practices and long-cherished 
principles of international action aud 
honor ; which chose its own time for 
the war; delivered its blow fiercely 
and suddenly; stopped at no barrier 
either of law or of mercy ; swept a 
whole continent within the tide of 
blood — not the blood of soldiers only, 
but the blood of innocent women and 
children also, and of the helpless 
poor — and now stands balked, but not 
defeated, the enemy of four-fifths of 
the world. 

Must Protect the World. 

"This power is not the German peo- 
ple. It is no business of ours how 
that great people came under its con- 
trol or submitted with temporary zest 
to the domination of its purpose; but 
it is our business to see to it that the 
history of the rest of the world is no 
longer left to Its handling.

jf peace upon the plan proposed by j 
His Holiness, the pope, would, so far | 
as we can see, involve a recuperation ; 
of its strength and a renewul of its j 
policy; would make it necessary to I 
create a permanent hostile combina- 
tion of nations against the German 
people, who are its instruments, and 
would result in abandoning the new- 
horn Russia to the intrigue, the mani- 
fold subtle Interference and the cer- 
tain conntcr-revolutlon which would 
be attempted by all the malign Influ- 
ences to which the German govern- 
ment has of late accustomed the 
world. Can pence be based upon a 
restitution of its power or upon any 
word of honor It could pledge in a 
treaty of settlement and accommoda- 
tion? 

"Responsible statesmen must now 
everywhere see, if they never saw be- 
fore, that no peace can rest securely 
upon political or economic restric- 
tions meant to benefit some nations 
and cripple or embarrass others ; upon 
vindicative action of any sort, or any 
kind of revenge or deliberate injury. 
The American people have suffered in- 
tolerable wrongs at the hands of the 
Imperial German government, but they 
desire no reprisal upon the German 
people, who have themselves suffered 
all things In this war, which they did 
not choose. 

Want Equal Rights. 

"They believe that peace should rest 
upon the rights of peoples, not the 
rights of governments — the rights of 
peoples great or small, weak or power- 
ful — their equal right to freedom and 
security and self-government, and to 
a participation, upon fair terms, in the 
economic opportunities of the world — 
the German people, of course. Includ- 
ed, If they will accept equality and 
not seek domination. 

"The test, therefore, of every plan 
of peace Is this: Is It based upon the 
faith of all the peoples involved or 
merely upon the word of an ambitious 
and intriguing government, on the one 
band, and of a group of free peoples 
on the other? Tills Is a test which 
goes to the root of the matter; and 
it is the test which must be applied. 

"The purpose of the United States 
in this war are known to the whole 
world — to every people to whom the 
truth has been permitted to come. 
They do not need to be stated again. 
We seek no material advantage of any 
kind. We believe that the intolerable 
wrongs done in this war by the furi- 
ous and brutal power of the imperial 
German government ought to be re- 
paired, but not at the expense of the 
sovereignty of any people — rather a 
vindication of the sovereignty, both of 
those that are weak aud those that are 
strong. 

Damages Futile. 

"Punitive damages, the dismember- 
ment of empires, the establishment of 
sellish and exclusive economic leagues, 
we deem Inexpedient and in the end 
worse than futile, no proper basis for 
an enduring peace. That must be 
based upon justice *and fairness and 
the common rights of mankind. 

"We cannot take the word of the 
present rulers of Germany as a guar- 
antee of unything that is to endure 
unless explicitly supported by such 
conclusive evidence of the will and 
purpose of the German people them- 
selves as the other peoples of the 
world would be Justified In accepting. 
Without such guarantees, treat!#* of 
settlement, agreements for disarma- 
ment, covenants to set up arbitration 
in the place of force, territorial ad- 
justments, reconstitutions of small na- 
tions, if made with the Gerinau gov- 
ernment, no man, no nation, could now 
depend on. We must await some new 
evidence of the purposes of the great 
peoples of the central powers. God 
grant it may be given soon and in a 
way to restore the confidence of all 
peoples everywhere in the faith of na- 
tions and the possibility of a cove- 
nanted peace.

Rlnirmore, Alberta.— Fire, starting 
at a livery barn at Bellevue, four nlles 
from here, destroyed virtually every 
building in the business section of thni 
town. The loss Is estimated at $200,- 
000 .

SHRINE OF THE “HOLY COAT” 

Cathedral at Treves Contains One of 
Most Jealously Guarded Relies 
of the Roman Church. 

At intervals of many years the old! 
Prince Bishopric of Treves, wakens out 
of Its half-slumbering condition and 
becomes the center of a great pilgrim* 
age. Besides Its numerous Roman re* 
tnalns, this quiet old town, claiming trt 
be 1,900 years older than Rome, is the 
shrine of the "Holy Coat," one of the 
most Jealously guarded relics in th® 
possession of the Romnn church. 

The citizens of Treves are very 
proud of this seamless garment, and i 
they have given It a prominent place 
on their coat-of-arms, says the Dundee 
Advertiser. It was not until 1190 thnt 
the "Holy Cout” wns placed over the ’ 
high nltar, but It was not exposed to 
the public gaze for some three hundred 
years nfterwnrd. It wns kept In a se- 
cret place of the cathedral known only 
to a few, and there were many who 
doubted Its existence. A guide book 
of 1814 says: 

"The existence of the relic at pres- 
ent Is rather doubtful — at least, it is 
not visible. The attendants of the 
church say It ie walled up.” All doubts 
were removed in 1844, when Archblsh-* 
op Arnoldl announced a centenary* 
Jubilee, at which it was exhibited to a 
I million nnd a half of pilgrims from all, 
parts of the world. The coat la a loose, 
garment with wide sleeves, very sim- 
ple In form, of coarse material, dark 
brown In color, probably as the result 
of age. and entirely wlthont seam or 
decoration. 

MESSAGES FLOAT FOR YEARS 

United States Hydrographic Office 
Tells of Finding of Bottle Set 
Adrift In 1914. 

J Several Instances of messages in 
bottles having floated aboot the Pu- 
rl fle for years before being recovered 
have been announced by the United 
States hydrographic office. 

A bottle was set adrift by Cnpt. 8. 
Xngahue of the Tamba Muru, Japan- 
ese. August 17. 1915, 900 miles east of 
Kamchatka, wns recovered May 15 last 
near Moellps, Wash. Another bottle, 
set adrift In December, 1914, off Capo 
Corrientes. Mex., was found February 
22 last 240 miles north of Christmas

The runner, 
misnamed Indian because It originated 
In the Island of the Netherlands, East 
Indies, now includes various colors — 
the fawn and white, pure white, black, 
blue and penciled ; and though It might 
be inferred that the white would be 
subject to weakness when line bred 
for heavy egg yield, such Is uot the 
case so far, aud there need be Utile 
fear of inherent weakness aud conse- 
quent deterioration occurring.

Leghorns produce eggs cheaper than 
hens of the general-purpose breeds — 
Plymouth Rocks, Wyaudottes, Rhode 
Island Reds, and Orpingtons. This 
fact, which confirms the belief and ex- 
perience of commercial poultry farm- 
ers, was one of the results obtulhed 
in a rather extensive feeding test re- 
cently reported by poul trymen of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. Because they lay as mauy or 
more eggs, eat only about fifty-five 
pounds of feed per head us compared 
with seventy to eighty-five pounds eat- 
en by the general-purpose breeds, and 
because their egg yield very material- 
ly exceeds that of general-purpose 
breeds during their second und third 
laying years. Leghorns, the specialists 
say, undoubtedly are more profitable to 
keep for the production of eggs only. 

Result of Feed Test. 

In tills test the feed cost of a dozen 
eggs for one of the Leghorn peus was 
7.34 £ents in 1913, while the average 
cost of all the pens of the general- 
purpose breeds was 10.6 cents. In 
1914 the feed cost of a dozen eggs for 
the same pen of Leghorns was '.7 
cents as against an average cost of 
15.1 cents for the second laying year 
of tho general-purpose pens. During 
their third laying year the cost of u 
dozen eggs was 8.8 cents compared to 

18.6 cents for the general-purpose 
fowls. The total value of eggs per 
heu over feed cost In the Leghorn pen 
for three years was $6.84 aguinst $4.30 
for the general-purpi***' hens. The 
highest egg production obtained in any 
of the feeding experiments up to 1915 
was by a pen of Leghorns which laid 

157.6 eggs per hen. at a feed cost of 
6.7 cents a dozen. 

The Leghorns produce smaller eggs 
than the general-pun >ose breeds. The 
average weight of the eggs of a pen 
of Leghorns during the first laying 
year was 1.42 pounds per dozen ns 
against 1.53 to 1.58 pounds for the 
other pens. However. Leghorns lay- 
ing eggs weighing 1.50 pouuds per doz- 
en or even more, the specialists say, 
have been selected and bred by many 
poultrymen. An examination in May. 
1915, of 500 eggs from three Leghorn 
pens showed that 31 per cent weighed 
more than two ounces apiece, or 1.50 
pounds to the dozen. 

Value of Eggs. 

The value per dozen of the eggs pro- 
duced by the Leghorns was from 1 to 
3 cents less each year than the eggs of 


It is not unusual to find spots on the 
yolks of eggs. Sometimes these spots 
look like mold ; again there will be 
blood clots, blood streuks, small 
worms, and even bits of fecal mat- 
ter. When n flock is laying occasional 
eggs with spots, every egg should be 
candleil. Candling every egg to be 
marketed is the better way, but this 
Is the exception rather than the rule, 
a perfectly normal flock will lay some 
eggs with blood spots during the heavy 
laying season. 

If the flock is healthy, these spot* 
need cause no speciul uneasiness. II 
the hens are suffering from liver 
trouble and diarrhea, try to locate th« 
trouble and remedy tho conditions. 

It seems unnecessary at tills sea- 
son to recommend more green food, 
aud yet some chickens In the country 
are yarded on bare ground, and given 
scarcely a spear of grass. But onion 
tops, clover, alfalfa, and even dande- 
lions In the pen If the chickens do nol 
have range on good, tender grass.

One of the oldest and least known 
Industries iu America Is the porpoise 
fishery which 1ms been operated from 
Cape Hat torus in North Carolina for 
about 200 years. It should attain an 
unusual prosperity in the next few 
years, for the bureau of fisheries is 
urging more general use of porpoise 
hides In place of cowhides. It Is an 
excellent leather, and could undoubt- 
edly he used more widely. 

Heretofore the most valuable prod- 
uct of the fishery has been the oil 
which Is extracted from the jaws of 
the porpoise, and Is worth about $20 
n gnllon. It Is universally used for 
lubricating watches and other very del- 
icate mechanisms. The body blubber 
Is also valuable.. Attempts to manu- 
facture fertilizer out of the carcasses 
have failed because of the distance 
from a fuel supply. 

The porpoise are taken nt Hatterns 
In seines, operated from the shore, ami 
tt Is probably the only place In Amer- 
ica where this has ever been done 
successfully. During the fall, winter 
and spring many porpoises are seen 
off the South Atlantic coast, and nt 
Hatterns they come within n few hun- 
dred yards of the surf. They nre 
taken by spreading seines about 200 
yards outside the surf lines. As soon 
ns the porpoises have come inside the 
seines. It ts dragged ashore. Often n 
whole school of these sea creatures Is 
taken In a single haul.

GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN RULERS 
ASSURE POPE BENEDICT OF 
THEIR WISH FOR PEACE. 


Kaiser Asserts He Regards It HIs 
Sacred Task to Preserve Blessings 
of Peace to the World — Charles 
Believes Peace Will Come. 


Amsterdam. — The German govern- 
ment In its reply to the peace note of 
l’ope Benedict, a copy of which has 
been received here, "cherishes a live- 
ly desire" that the appeal may meet 
with success. 

Emperor William, the German note 
says, has been following the efforts of 
the pope toward peace for consider- 
able time with high respect. 

The reply adds that the effort of the 
pope to puve the wuy to an understand- 
ing might most surely be reckoued to 
have a sympathetic reception from and 
the whole-hearted support of the Ger- 
man emperor, since he has regarded it 
us his principal and most sucred task 
to preserve the blessings of pence for 
the German people nnd the world. 

Peace would come from the recent 
proposals of Pope Benedict If the bel- 
ligerent nations would enter into ne- 
gotiations in the sense of the pontiff’s 
suggestions, Emperor Charles of Aus- 
tria-Hungary suys in his reply to t uo 
Vatican note. 

The emperor sees In the pope’s pence 
plan a suitable basis for starting nego- 
tiations towards u Just and lusting 
pence and expresses me hope that the 
nations opposing Ills own may be ani- 
mated by the same Idea. 

Freedom of the seas Is one of the 
peace hopes of Emperor Charles, In 
order thut heavy material bunions 
could be taken from the nations of the 
earth and now sources of prosperity 
opened to them. 

The reply, received here In a dispatch 
from Vienna, was handed to Monsig- 
nor T. Valfre dl Bonzo, the pnpulnun- 
clo at Vienna, Thursday.

THE PATROL LEADER. 

The leader of a patrol, usually a cor- 
poral If It consist* of a squad or less, 
must be specially chosen. And Ihe 
more Important the work, the more 
careful flu* w-lectlon. The leader must 
bo skilled In the methods of covering 
large areas with a few men; he roust 
be able to report the strength and 
character of hostile forces,, deduce 
their probable Intentions, and report 
Intelligently to hls commanding officer. 
Endurance, courage and good Judgment 
are requisites of the patrol leuder. 

Ills Judgment will be culled constant- 
ly Into ploy. In order to rend Indica- 
tions nnd puss upon the significance of 
Ihe Information at hand. He should be 
capable of seeing a connection between 
apparently Irrelevant facts nnd formu- 
lating hls reports accordingly. 

Before setting out, however, the pa- 
trol lender should be given such Infor- 
mation of the enemy nnd country as 
mny be of value to hint — the general 
location of hls own forces, nnd par- 
ticularly those with whom he ntny come 
lit contact. From this It will be seen 
that the patrol leuder already has n 
basis upon which to Interpret the In- 
formation he gnlns. 

When possible, the patrol lender 
should have a mop of the country he 
Is to traverse — In many casus the route 
specified — and he should have a com- 
pass. a watch, a pencil and a notebook. 
When practicable, he should tnke with 
him field message blanks. He carries, 
of course, his arms nnd ammunition. 

When the pntrol lender assembles 
the men detailed for the pntrol, he 
makes sure of several things: Thnt 
their arms nnd ammunition are In a 
suitable condition for duty; thnt none 
has any papers or maps which would 
he of value to the enemy If cuptured ; 
thnt their accoutrements do not glisten 
or rattle ns they move. He thou re- 
peuts hls Instructions and explains 
them until he is satisfied that every 
man understands them; he also re- 
hearses with the men the signals which 
are to be used ; and designates a man 
to tnke hls place If he should be dis- 
abled. 

The formation of the putrol will de- 
pend upon the nature of the eountry 
nnd the character of the cover — tho 
formation best suited to the needs of 
the case will be determined by the 
leader. But at all events, the forma- 
tion must be so rogulutcd as to Insure, 
|k> nearly ns possible, the eRCupe of one 
man If the patrol Is "Jumped" by n 
superior force. 

Generally speaking, It will consist 
of a main body with advance, rear aud 
flank guards, though each of the guards 
be represented only by a single man. 
It can be seen, however, that this 
would be on easy formation for a pa- 
trol as small ns a squml to assume, 
since, beside the guards. It would al- 
low for a main body of the corporal 
aud three men. 

With a small putrol — as small. In- 
deed, as four or five men — the distance 
between the men may not be more than 
front 28 to 50 yards. With n larger pn- 
trol, they mny be ns great as 100 ynrds. 
The reason for this variation Is both 
that a smaller force must, in the na- 
ture of things, remain closer together, 
nnd that the guards at 100 yards would 
have far more difficulty In keeping in 
sight two or three men than a larger 
force. • 


SENDING BACK INFORMATION 
FROM PATROLS. 

Pntrol work calls for the exercise of 
more faculties perhaps thau any other 
form of duty. Not only the young sol- 
dier's muscles, but hls head also must 
be exceedingly active. He has many 
things to remember, much to watch out 
for, and must be able to transmit such 
pieces of Information as he gnlns. The 
country must be carefully observed. 

When a hill is to be passed over, the 
region beyond should first be observed 
by one man ; In the same way, houses 
or Inelotmros should bo approached by 
a single man or avoided entirely. This 
for the reason that one man Is dis- 
tinctly less likely to be seen than the 
patrol ns a whole, but what Is more to 
the point, the guard, encountering dan- 
ger. would be aide to wnrn the main 
body before It fell Into n trap. Woods 
should generally be reconnoitered In u 
thin skirmish line. This serves as a 
Mg rake, of which each man is u 
tooth, for combing the thicket. 

Pntrol lenders, and the men ns well, 
altould know the uniforms, guidons and 
other Insignia of the enemy. This will 
| help In determining the class of troops 
sighted when no other menus are avail- 
| able. 

, Patrol leaders should send back Im- 
, portant Information ns soon ns It Is 
gained unless the patrol Itself Is to re- 
turn at once. In any case. It Is the 
| duty of the leader to send reports to 
hls commander with sufficient fro* 
qflmcy to keep the commander in- 
I formed ns to hls w hereabouts nnd what 
| he Is accomplishing- 

The Information, If written, should 
he signed by the leader, and should 
state the plnce, date, hour and minute 
of Its dispatch. If this does not seem 
requisite to the young soldier, It must 
nt all times be borne la mind that the 
commander Is continually receiving In- 
formation from other sources — other 
patrols, probably, and that he assem- 
bles and pieces together all that he ob- 
tain*. The hour nnd minute when the 
Information wns gained may furnish 
the commander with a clue to * whole 
seriea of other fact* which have been 
reported before, but which he was uu- 
tble to Interpret. 

As • simple Illustration of the neces- 


sity of the time element. It will be 
seen that If a troop of cavalry Is re- ’ 
ported at « certain spot at a certain 
hour by one pntrol and a troop three 
miles up the road la reported by an- 
other patrol rnoviug In the same di- 
rection. the only way In which the 
commander might know* whether or not 
It was the same troop Is by the time. 

If the reports of the two troops are 
timed, say, half an hour apart, the 
commander concludes that It Is the 
name troop; If they are timed within 
ten minutes of each other, he naturally 
concludes thut two dlstiuct troops are 
approaching. 


THE OUTP08T. 

Patrols are by no means sufficient to 
guarantee the security of a force in 
hostile territory, or In the proximity 
of on enemy In friendly territory. 
Every cninp or bivouac should be pro- 
tected by covering detachments known 
as outposts, although it Is true that an 
outpost may also exercise the functions 
of a putrol and become an outpost pa- 
trol. 

The size and disposition of nn out- 
post will depend upon a number of fac- 
tors, Including the size of the whole 
command, the proximity of the enemy, 
the particular situation with respect to 
the enemy, and the nature of the ter- 
rain. 

Outposts mny vary In strength from 
a very small fraction .to one-third of 
the entire force. The principle to be 
kept In mind Is thnt outposts, like pa- 
trols, should he no stronger than Is es- 
sential to the work In hand ; but they 
should nt least always be sufficiently 
large to Insure reasonable security. A 
few sentinels ond patrols will usually 
answer for a single company, but for a 
large command, a more elaborate sys- 
tem of outposts must be established. 

The supreme duty of an outpost Is to 
prevent surprise and prevent an attack 
upon the camp before the troops are 
prepared to resist. For a camp to be 
"Jumped." In the colloquial language 
of the army, Is nn offense on the part 
of the eomnmnder which Is neither to 
be explained nor extenuated. This does 
not mean that a camp or bivouac may 
not be overwhelmed with a sudden at- 
tack by nn enemy force, but at least 
the command should have sufficient 
warning from Its outposts to make an 
organized show of resistance. 

The outpost patrol is used to keep 
In close contact with the enemy, and 
this has been found to be the most 
economical form of protection, since. If 
the commander Is kept constantly ad- 
vised of the whereabouts of the enemy, 
it will be unnecessary for him to make 
use of ns elaborate a system of out- 
posts to guard against surprise. Never- 
theless. he should always err on the 
side of caution in the matter of the 
protection of hls camp. 

Outposts should be composed of com- 
plete organizations. Discipline and 
morale can be better maintained in a 
full squad, for example, nnd one which 
Is accustomed to drilling together, than 
with o detachment, say, of six or ten 
men. If more than one squad Is re- 
quired at any point, two squads are 
preferable to one squad and a half. 

Troops on outposts keep themselves 
concealed ns much as Is consistent 
with the performance of their duties. 
Especially, they avoid nppearlng on the 
skyline, for this would render to the 
enemy a clear silhouette of their move- 
ments. The skyline, Indeed, Is a back- 
ground which brings out a figure more 
distinctly tlinn any other — even the 
olive drub uniform does not escape the 
eye, since it is the outllue nnd not the 
color which Is distinguishable. 

Troops on outposts do not render 
honors. It Is assumed thnt their at- 
tention is completely occupied In keep- 
ing upon the lookout. 


China's "Four Diamonds.** 

There are In China four powerful 
men, known us the Four Diamonds, 
who aro credited with being actively 
pro-Jnpune8e, and at the head of the 
Chinese pro-Japanese political activi- 
ties. These men are Tsao Ju Ling, 
former minister of foreign affairs nnd 
former minister of communications ; 
Clmug H slung, former minister of Jus- 
tice nnd former minister to Jnpnn from 
China, the first cabinet minister ever 
sent to Japan in a diplomatic capacity 
and the leudlng Japanese scholar of 
Chinn ; Lu Chung Yu, former minis- 
ter from China to Japan ; and Wang I 
Tang, former minister of the interior. 
The Four Diamonds ore generally re- 
garded us the instruments with which 
Japan wus working in this most am- 
bitious plan to Impress the will of Ja- 
pan on China and create a situation 
thut would allow Japan to Intervene 
iu China, with some show of reason 
other than apparent aggrandizement. — 
Samuel G. Blythe In the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post. 


Writes With His Knee. 

The Invention of a Portlnud (Ore.) 
doctor, by means of which one cau 
write with the knee, offers large possi- 
bilities for the person deprived-of the 
use of both hands; for the device af- 
fords a much more convenient meth- 
od of writing thau by holding a pencil 
with the toes or teeth, says Populur 
Mechanics Magazine. The apparatus 
couslsts of a broad strip of leather fas- 
tened over the bent knee by means of 
spriug clasps.

DRUG STORES USE MANY EGGS 


Furnish Medium Through Which Poul- 

tryman Can Dispose of Produce 
and Obtain Valuable Adver- 
tising. 

"The fanner Is missing a market for 
hls eggs by overlooking the drug 
store," says the Farm nnd Fireside. 

"The drug store represents a splen- 
did chance to work up a direct to the 
consumer trade. One New England 
poultryman started supplying the lead- 
ing drug store In a city of 20,000. Hls 
farm, carrying several hundred layers, 
wns in an adjoining town on a car 
line. He produced Infertile eggs. 

Through the publicity the drug store 
gave him, opportunities by the score 
came to him to sell direct. Now a 
large portion of hls production the 
year round Is sold nt retail prices. Nu- 
merous customers coine to hls farm to 
buy eggs for invalids. 

"In the spring he does n large busi- 
ness In eggs by the case for water- 
glusslng. obtaining for hls infertile 
eggs a premium of 3 to 5 cents a dozen. 
Institutions are good customers. He 
caters to this trade, believing there Is 
going to be a tremendous Increase in 
the use of wntergloss. 

“ *A drug store Is one of the best cus- 
tomers a poultry keeper cun have,’ de- 
clared this man. ‘Besides yielding ax 
additional profit, this trade makes a 
reputation for you quicker thnn n large 
amount of self-inspired paid advertis- 
ing.’ ’* 


INDIANS USE A GRABHOOK 


Have Unique Outfit Which They Use 
In Fishing for Salmon — Poles 
Are Twenty Feet Long. 

The Indians fish for salmon with a 
“grab-hook," a large Iron hook fas- 
tened to a pole by a loose cord three 
or four feet long. A hole at the blunt 
end of the hook that slips over the 
tip of the pole keeps It In place until 
the fish is hooked. Then the hook is 
pulled off the pole and the cord gives 
the fisherman a charice to ploy hls 
fish If necessary before dragging It 
ashore, says the Southern Workman. 

The hooks are made by the bluck- 
sraith, but the poles, about 20 feet In 
lengtli, the Indians make them- 
selves of red fir. Taking a rough 
piece of dry wood of the required 
length, they patiently work at It with 
drawshave and knife until It Is the 
right size and tapering to suit the 
workman. Then It Is usually hard- 
ened In the coals before putting on the 
cord, which they braid themselves. 
If a pole breaks, as often hap- 
pens, the broken parts are lashed 
together with string, pitch Is smeared 
over and melted by being nibbed with 
a hot stone, which makes the pole as 
strong ns before. The Iudlans gen- 
erally fish from the bank or from 
platforms built over the water. They 
thrust the long pole out across the 
river as far ns they can and let the 
current carry It down and Into the 
bank, tmstlng to chance and a quick 
Jerk to hook the fish If they feel one 
In the water.

IS MOST VENOMOUS SNAKE 

Echls Carinata of India, Found In 
Nearly Every Part of Peninsula, 

Is Death Itself. 

Tho most venomous of 6nnkes ls 
hold to be the Echls carinata of'India. 

It Is about 18 Inches long and df a gray 
color. The creature Is death itself, 
and carries In Its head the secret of 
destroying life with the concentrated 
agony of all the poisons. 

This snake Is tolerably common In 
India, being found in nearly every part 
of the peninsula. 

Fortunutely, however, for mnn, it ls 
not, like the cobra, a house-frequenting 
snake, for its aggressive habits would 
make It indefinitely more fatal to life 
than Its dreaded relative. 

'This king of the asps does not turn 
to escape from man as the cobra will, 
or flash Into concealment like the ko- 
rlat, but keeps ita path against Its hu- 
man assullant. and pitting Its 18 
indies of length against Its enemy’s 
bulk, challenges and provokes con- 
flict. 

A stroke with a whip will cut It In 
two, or a clod of enrth disable It ; but 
such Is Its malignity thnt It will In- 
vite attack by every device at Its com- 
mand, staking Its own life on the mere 
chance of Its adversary coming within 
the little circle of its power. At most, 
the radius of this circle Is 12 Inches. 
Within It, nt any event, lies certain 
death, and, on the bare hope of hand 
or foot trespassing within Its reach, 
the Echls throws Its body into a fig- 
ure-of-eight coll. Then It attracts at- 
tention by rubbing Its loops together, 
which, from the roughness of the 
scales, make a rustling, hissing sound, 
erects Its head In the center ond awaits 
attack. 

GIVE HIRED MAN A CHANCE 

Treat Him as a Human Being and the 

Result Will Be Profitable, De- 

clares Writer. 

Give the hired man's family a chance 
to go to places — to go to town once a 
week, to attend church, to tnke part 
In the neighborhood socials and meet- 
ings. It will mean planning nnd fore- 
sight, and In some cases a little sacri- 
fice on the part of the farmer’s family, t 
but It Is worth the cost, says a writer 
In Farm and Fireside. 

"A good many farmers hate to make 
Improvements ln the tenant house and 
the result ls thnt It often gets terribly 
uninviting and even uncomfortable be- 
fore repairs and Improvements are 
made. Wo try to paint and paper our 
tenant house often enough to keep It 
looking fresh and neat, nnd we consult 
the taste of the hired mnn’s wife when 
we do It.

We 
see thnt the windows nre well screened 
nnd that the walks are kept In condi- 
tion.

FOREIGN. 

Vice Admiral von Capelle, the Ger- 
man minister of marine, has resigned, 
according to the Frankfurter Zeitung. 
Capelle was one of the administrative 
directors in the ministry of marine be- 
fore the war and had served as a cap- 
tain at sea. 

Reliable reports received by way of 
Holland indicate the growth of a 
strong disinclination on the part of the 
German seamen to serve on subma- 
rines. 

The Inactivity of the German fleet ln 
the Baltic sea recently when there 
were obvious opportunities for attack- 
ing Russia, according to a dispatch to 
the Dally Chronicle from Amsterdam, 
was due to the mutinous outbreak in 
the Germany navy. 

A prisoner from the 72nd German in- 
funtry reserve, ln describing the dis- 
cipline of his corps, declared that be- 
fore the last battle a regimental com- 
mander addressed his troops with the 
warning that anyone who held back 
would he shot. The only answer was 
a general groautug, sweling into de- 
risive laughter, upon which the com- 
mander rode away. 

The Brazilian government proposes 
to utilize seized German steamers for 
the organization of International 
steamship lines. The vessels will fly 
the Brazilian Hag and will be used in 
the Interest of Brazil and the allies. 
Thee rewg of the vessels will be made 
up of Brazilians. 

Due hundred thousand persons par- 
ticipated In a great demonstration, at 
Montevideo in favor of the entente al- 
lies aud lu approval of the govern- 
ment's rupture with Germany. 

Eight passengers were killed and 
fifty wounded by a hand of seventy 
criminals who derailed a mall train 
on the Bostov-Tltlls line at Vladikavz, 
according to a Moscow newspaper.

STRONGHOLD OF THE BEAVER 

Largest Colony In Existence Making • 
Last Stand In Fastnesses of 

Southern Rockies. 

Far up In the fastnesses of the 
southern Rockies, hidden ln one of the 
most Inaccessible nooks thnt remuln 
In this country today, whut Is proba- 
bly the largest existing colony of beav- 
er, has established itself for a last 
stand. 

The beaver was once one of the most 
abundant.^ our American animals, but 
the ease with which he was trapped 
and the value of his fur soon drove 
him far on the road to extinction. Soon 
only the most stringent of protective 
legislation was able to save him, but 
now he seems to be "coming back," 
and wherever he finds a favorable lo- 
cation he increases rapidly. 

There Is no better place In the world 
to study the interesting habits of this 
little animal than In that little hidden 
mountain valley Just south of the Col- 
orado line which the Mexicans have 
christened "Lagunltas" and the Ameri- 
cans call "Beaver Lakes.." The valley 
nestles against the very backbone of 
the continental divide, 10.000 feet 
above sea level, and from every side 
it Is approachable only y long and 
toilsome forest travel, except iu win- 
ter, when It Is not Approachable at all. 
The hollow In the mountains’ crest Is 
dotted with irregulni rows and minia- 
ture ranges of hills, two and three 
hundred feet high, that make up a 
most bewildering topography. 

In nmong these hills the beaver have 
built them a city. The landscape is 
Ideal for the building of their dams, 
und by throwing barriers of stick and 
mud from hillside to hillside they have 
created a dozen big lakes, some of 
them half a mile long. Along the 
shores of these lakes are built the 
heavers lodges There are probably a 
thousand beaver in this community, 
reigning in undisputed supremacy over 
their mountain domain. They are shy 
brutes, but very early in the morning 
nnd Just nt sunset you can often sur- 
prise them cutting the quaking aspen 
on the bank with their chisel teeth or 
plastering away Industriously at one 
of their elaborate dams. 

The Power of Sincerity. 

Though a man must be sincere in 
order to be great, he need not be 
grout in order to be sincere. What- 
ever may be the size of our brain, the 
strength of our pow. x, the talents of 
any kind with which we are gifted, 
sincerity of heart, or belief, or life Is 
possible to us all. It is of Itself a 
kind of greatness which, in spite of 
many other drawbacks, will make It- 
self felt. The houest, upright man, 
who lives openly, fearlessly, and 
truly, professing only what he feels, 
upholding only what he believes In, 
pretending nothing, disguising nothing, 
deceiving no one, claims uncon- 
sciously a respect and honor thut we 
cannot give to auy degree of power 
or ability wielded with duplicity or 
cunning. If we could correctly di- 
vide the world Into the sincere aud 
the insincere, we should have a much 
truer estltaate of real worth than we 
generally obtain. It Is the fashion to 
gauge people by what they believe, 
rather than how they believe IL Yet, 
Important as is the former, the latter 
is much more so. — Exchange.

New York.— A thousand deaths a 
day from starvation out of a popu- 
lation of 850,000 In the Lebanon mourn 
tains near Beirut, Syria, Is the toll of 
fumlne conditions there resulting from 
the war, It was declared here Sunday 
by the Rev. William H. Hall of the 
Syrian Protestant college, who recent- 
ly returned to this country .from rellei 
work in that district.

clothing contributed lu this country. 

"Day after day the poor, starving 
people along the coast and through tin 
mountains looked and prayed for the 
coming of the ‘American ship,’ Mr. 
Hall said. “The country was canvass- 
ed by well organized committees, the 
needy were listed, the work of distribu- 
tion was thoroughly prepared, offices 
were opened und meu chosen to direct 
the distribution. The people waited 
Their hopes w'ere raised high. 

“Week followed week und month fol- 
lowed month — in suspense the people 
dully looked out to sea for her, but the 
ship which meant life and hope ta 
thousands never appeared. She wus 
held by ‘military necessity’ while tlu 
people starved." 

The city of Beirut is ns sorely af- 
flicted as the mountain districts, Mr.

Dependants of Each of Men W*.i Be 
Given $6,000. 

Washington. — Under tlie provisions 
of the new soldiers’ und sailors’ insur- 
ance law, the treasury department ha* 
announced that although the men lost 
on the ill-fated Antilles, sunk hy u 
German submarine, had not, in th* 
very imture of things, applied for gov- 
ernment Insurance, it would be paid 
to their families under the provisions 
of the act. 

As all hands In the military and na- 
val service who perished with the lost 
Antilles came within the scope of the 
new war insurance law, the treasury 
department uunounced that they au- 
tomatically carried insurance to the 
amount of * 0.000 each. 

This sum will he paid the families 
of the dead soldiers and sailors in 
monthly installments of *25 each ovet 
a period of twenty years. It is lu ad- 
dition to compensations whleh will he 
puld to widows, children and depend- 
ent mothers of the men. A widow, for 
example, will lie paid *25 Insurance 
aud *25 compensation, u totul of *50. 
While the *25 Insurance is a fixed 
maximum, in eases where no applica- 
tion for insurance was made, the ad- 
ditional compensation varies from *20 
for a motherless dei>endi*ut child to a 
maximum of *73 for all dependents.

Letting Animals Gather Their 
Own Feed Found Economical 
and Satisfactory. 


WILL CAST MONSTER INGOT 


mmense Lump of Steel Is to Be 
Turned Into New Type of Sixteen- 
Inch Naval Gun. 


With the returns amounting to five 
cents n minute for the time spent, A. 
J. McGuire, of the University of Min- 
nesota, found that raising 100 pigs 
every year was the most profitable 
work the men did on his farm last 
year. The pigs were raised, figures 
completed nt the end of the year 
show', with one hour’s time a day. At 
the prices for pigs now, the returns 
this year on this 80S hours’ time wus 
nenrly $3 an hour. 

The reduction of work to n mini- 
mum Is the method that the McGuire 
farm uses to Increase the return on 
the labor. The pigs collect their own 
feed lu the spring and summer from 
rape and ulfulfu fields and In the Aill 
they gather the feed to prepare them 
for market by hogging down a field of 
15 acres of corn. Eight ucres of rape 
aud alfalfa keep the pigs and the 
brood sows In the summer, furnishing 
lu u fair season all the feed they will 
eat. In September the pigs ure turned 
Into a 15-acre field of corn, beside 
which Is a four-acre rape field. The 
sows that are to he kept over during 
tho winter are left to clean up the 
waste after the pigs ure marketed. 

Mr. McGuire finds that letting the 
pigs do their own work Is Just as sat- 
isfactory und economical uud much 
more profitable, lie even arranges 
the winter quarters so thut as little 
attention as possible may be required 
! by the sows. Straw sheds make good 
j shelters for them and the corn crib* 
and feed-boxes are placed as ueur the 
sheds ns possible.

There has just been cast at the Beth- 
lehem steel works a monster ingot for 
the first of the IG-inch rifles that are 
to arm the great new buttle cruisers 
of the United States navy, under Con- 
struction at Camden. So far as known, 
writes u Bethlehem (Pa.) correspond- 
ent of the Philadelphia Record, the 
foremost ship of this class now afloat 
Is the British cruiser Lion, with en- 
gines of 110,000 horse power. Her 
speed Is a bit better than 40 miles an 
hour and she carries 14-inch guns. Tbs 
American battle cruisers will have en- 
gines of 200,000 horse power and each 
will be armed with four Ill-Inch rifles, 
which will shoot 20 miles. From pres- 
ent indications there will be six of 
them and Bethlehem has the order for 
all the guns, which will be the larg- 
est on any ships of this kind in any 
navy. 

The Ingot required the contents of 
three open-hearth furnaces, being 15 
feet 7 inches long. 100 Inches In diame- 
ter and weighing 310.000 pounds. It 
will take several weeks to cool sach 
an enormous mass of metal, after 
which It will be cut, bored and hollow 
forged on the great armor plate press 
into n tube HO feet long.

BURN CHOLERA HOGS 
TO CONTROL DISEASE 


Burying Carcasses Is Not Good 
Practice, as Dogs Are Liable 
to Dig Them Up. 


outbreak. The farm where the dis- 
ease first existed was visited. We no- 
ticed huzzanls flying over the place 
and upon investigation, dead hogs 
were found half eaten at the fooj of 
a cliff. Dogs had made a path to this 
place. Owiug to the peculiar arrange- 
ments of this particular spot, it waa 
Inaccessible to other live stock. 

Until people are more careful and 
burn their dead hogs at once, aud 
neighbors tie up their dogs, especially 
at night, when hog cholera exists In a 
community, this disease can not be 
controlled. 

Burning a hog Is a difficult task un- 
less a place Is prepared for thut pur- 
pose. A trench six feet long, two feet 
wide and 18 inches deep is dug. & 
piece of woven wire fence stretched 
across this trench and staked on each 
side. The hog Is laid on this fence 
and the fire built In the trench be- 
neath. A few Incisions made In the 
side of the hog with a knife will per- 
mit the escai>e of grease as soon as 
the carcass gets hot.
